lands around Indian Springs, Brlggs 
vllle and Lake Ashby, have continue! 
their efforts with a determination to

To J. M. Walters, president uf the 


board of supervisors, and B. H. Wil 
son, general manager of the Indian 
Springs Land company, belong the 
credit of having conceived and plan 
ned and laid the foundation for the 
organization ot the drainage district 
Realizing that much of tho most val 
uable land in that section could never 
be made really productive without an 
adequate system of drainage, they be- 
gin studying the matter with the Idea 
of Interesting the land owners in a 
system of drainage which would be 
a real benefit to them. The prelimin- 
ary work of organization began in 
January, 1915, the step* being taken 
under the state law governing the or- 
ganization of drainage district* past- 
ed by the state legislature in 1913. 
Under the provision* of thl* act It was 
necessary to have a petition asking 
for the formation of the district sign- 
ed by the owner* of a majority of the 
land within the proposed district. The 
circulation of thl* petition, with the 
-nece*eery explaining to the landown- 
er*, required several month* time, but 
the ill-natures were finally obtained 
and the petition was presented to and 
granted by the judge of the circuit 
court. 


At a .meeting ot the landowner* held 


after the granting of the petition, J. 
M. Walter* and S. A. Poythres* of 
Brlgcvyllle and B. H. 'Wilson of this 
city were named as the board of super- 
visor* to have charge of the work ot 
completing the organization, employ- 
ing engineers to lay out the system of 
drainage and levy tho necessary taxes 
to pay for the preliminary work.

has issued these instructions: 


Postmasters shall, on and after No-

All drop letters, that Is letters 
mailed for delivery from ; the office 
at which posted, Including those for 
delivery by city( rural or other car- 
rier of such offices, are required to 
nave postage paid on them at the rjtte 
of two cents an ounce or fractiOn 
thereof.

In an effort to straighten out mat- 


ters In connection with the building 
of tho bonded roads in the New Smyr- 
na special road and bridge district, 
the new board of county commission- 
ers recently asked the attorney for 
the board for an opinion on some 
questions and this opinion ha* been 
delivered to the board in writing. 


It connection with this it is Intimat- • 


ed that the new board proposes to 
thoroughly investigate the building of 
of roads in the New Smyrna and Day- 
tona districts to learn why estimate* 
were prepared on the cost of construc- 
tion and why the district now find* 
itself out of funds and with tome of 
the roads still not touched, and other* 
not built a* it was understood they 
would be when the bonds were voted. 


For assistance in this work the 


board baa asked the governor to send 
a state auditor here to check over all 
accounts of the two districts and also 
a competent road engineer to examine 
the estimates and specifications and 
also the construction of the roads. 


It Is also said that the bond trus- 


tees of the New Smyrna district will 
be given an opportunity to explain 
why the bond money was placed on 
deposit at a rate of 2 per cent inter- 
est when they were offered a rate of 
3 per cent interest for the money. 


The progress of these investigations 


will be watched with interest by the 
people of this special district. 


The opinion of the attorney for ffee

exceed the estimated amount voted 
for at the Special, Election. And, 
provided further, that the Board ot 
County Commissioners may, within 
their discretion, reject any and all 
bid* received . and 
re-advertise the 


contract until a satisfactory *ld 1* 
received and accepted." 
• You wUI note that after the con- 
stituting of said special road and , 
bridge district, the county cpmml*-) 
aioners must have "proper plaits and 
specifications for the contraction ot 
such road* and bridge* prepared." It 
would seem to us that those plan* and 
specifications should Indicate and set 
forth the amount of work to be done, 
which would be the duty of the en- 
gineer*, that one could determine 
what the road would cost. It seems 
that thl* law ha* not beon complied

It Is Classed as One of World's 


Colossal Spectacles. 


GRANDEUR OF THE SCENERY. 


Mighty Mount MoKlnl.y, Most Lofty of 


All Our Country's Towering 'Ptaks, 
Crown* th* Titanic Glory of «ho Now- 
oot of Unelo Sam'* RourvatloiM. 
The national park in Alaska which 


congress created in the spring of 1*17 
la one of the monster spectacles of 
the world. To say that Mount McKln- 
tey rises 20.300 feet above sea level and 
that It is the loftiest peak In America 
)s to convey no idea whatever of its 
grandeur. There are several mountains 
In the Himalayas which materially ei- 
ceid its height, one which rises more 
thuu 25,000 feet above sea lovol, and 
yet Mount McKlnlcy to the observer IH 
loftier tiiuu any ul' liiese. 


The reason is tbut the greatest Him 


ala.rus ure seeu from valleys 7,000 to 
10,000 feet In altitude, while Mount Mc- 
Klnley rises abruptly from valleys 
jJ.OOO feet and even less in altitude. 
Tlio visitor to the Mount McKiuley 
National park will look up more than 
17,000 feet to the double peak, the un- 
per 14,000 feet of which lire covered 
with perpetual snow. 


This enormous mass Is tlie climax of 


the great Alnsknn range which extends 
roughly east nnd west across southeast 
central Alaska, separating the vast 
northern liilnnd from the more popu- 
lated country whose shores ure the 
gulf of Alaska. The range parallels 
the mighty Yukon many miles to its 
mouth. 


The reservation contains 2,200 square

"The Board of County Commission- 


ers may reject any and all bids, and 
re-advertise if they do not have a sat- 
factory bid." I am of the opinion that 
the conditions that now exist, Inas- 
much as there Is one and one-hall 
miles of road not touched in this dis- 
trict and as we are given to under- 
stand the work done for the greater 
part was "slighted or cut short In 'the 
amount of shell to be used in the con- 
struction of the same according to 
contract, that the county commission- 
ers did exceed their authority and 
jurisdiction to make a contract where 
the price does not cover the com- 
pletion of the read. 


And again it would seem that the 


county commissioners had exceeded 
their authority or jurisdiction, or the 
engineers had cut the plans of said 
road, according to the plans or adver- 
tisement. 


By section 6, the county commis- 


sioners are required to contract with 
the party whose bid has been accent- 
ed, and the contract shall contain the 
sneclfications of the work accepted, 
and a time limit, and a penalty, etc. 


At it appears now, one and one-half 


miles of the bonded road remains un- 
constructed and untouched which was 
required to be constructed by the law 
out of the bond money. The question 
presents itself what the board of 
county commissioners must do "under 
the circumstances. 


Section 15 under the same act pro- 


vides as follows: 


"That after the construction of the 


roads and bridges authorized by the 
Special Election, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall estimate from 
year to year the amount necessary to 
keep in repair and maintain the roads 
and bridges within the said Special 
Road and Bridge District; and shall 
assess annually all taxable property 
within the said Special District, a tax 
shall be collected and paid into the 
Special Road and Bridge Fund of that 
Special District, and used solely by 
the County Commissioners for the re- 
pair and maintenance of the roads 
and 
bridges within) said 
Special 


Road and Bridge District."

Three main ways ot drying are ap- 


plicable In the home manufacture of 
dried fruits and vegetables, namely, 
ran drying, drying by artificial heat, 
and drying by air blast. These, of 
course, may be combined. In general, 
most fruits or vegetables, to be dried 
quickly, mutt first be shredded or eat 
into slices, because many are too large 
to dry quickly or are covered with .ft 
skin, the purpose of which is to pre- 
vent drying out. When freshly cat 
traits or vegetables are to be dried by 
means of artificial beat, they should 
be exposed first to gentle beat and 
later to the higher temperatures. If 
the air applied at the outset Is of too 
high a temperature, the cut surfaces 
of the sliced fruits or vegetables be- 
come hard, or scorched, covering the 
juicy Interior so that it will not dry 
out. Generally it is not desirable that 
the sir temperature In drying should 
go above 140 degrees to 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and It Is better to keep It 
well Below this point. Insects and In- 
sect eggs are killed by exposure to 
heat of this temperature. 


Degree of Meet; 


It Is Important to* know the degree 


of heat In the drier, ami this cannot 
be determined very accurately 'except 
by using a thermometer.. Inexpensive

Drying of certain products can be 


completed la some driers within two 
or three hours. The time required for 
drying vegetables varies. However, it 
can he determined easily by a little 
experience on the port of the person 
doiiijr (He drying. The material should! 
be stirred or turned several times dur 
Ing the drying In order to secure 
uniform product. 


The ability to Judge accurately as 


to when fruit has reached the proper 
condition for removal from drier cai 
be gained only by experience. When 
sufficiently dried it should be so dry 
that It Is Impossible to press water 
out of the freshly cut ends of the 
pieces, snd will not show any of the 
natural grain of the fruit on being 
broken, and yet not so dry that It will 
map or crackle. « should be leathery 
and pliable.

Many of the product* for which di-

Sweet Corn. 


Only very young and tender corn 


should be used tor drying, and It 
should be prepared at once after gath- 
ering. 


(a) Cook In boiling water two to 


five minutes, long enough to set the 
milk. Cut the kernels from the cob 


Dried Green Peas. 


with a sharp knife, taking care not to 
cut off pieces of the cob. Spread thin- 
ly on trays, and place In position to 
dry. Stir occasionally until dry. 


(b) Boll or steam on the cob eight 


,to ten minutes to set the milk. To 
Improve flavor a teaspoonful of salt 
to a gallon of water may be used. 
Drain well and cut corn from cob, 
using a very sharp and flexible knife. 
Cut grains fine, only half way down 
to the cob, and scrape out tlie re- 
mainder of grain, being careful not to 
scrape' off any of the chaff next to the 
cob. Dry from three to four hours at 
110 degrees to 145 degrees Fahren- 
heit. When field corn Is used, good, 
plump roasttng-ear stage Is the propel 
degree of ripeness. A pound of dried 
corn per dozen ears is an average 
yield. 


(c) The corn «ty be dried in the 


sun. Dry in oven ten to fifteen min- 
utes, and finish drying In the sun. Sun 
drying, of course, is not satisfactory 
In moist weather. 


Pack In cartons or boxes for a few 


day* to "condition." 


Lima Bean*. 


Lima beans can be shelled from the 


pod and dried. If gathered before ma- 
turity when young and tender, wash 
and blanch'from five to ten minutes. 
Length of time for blanching depend;

That which 
has come to pass in the higher ranges 
of employment, where salaries have 
been Increased tenfold and even more, 
Is happening all along tbe line where 
labor and capital meet, rive dollars 
paid In wages to one competent man 
brings a larger return than f6 paid to 
five incompetent men and women; and 
the larger wage brings tbe greater fit- 
ness for the work. Better wages stir 
ambition and cause the horizon to ex- 
pand.—Christian Register.

"The Board of County Commission- 


ers may reject any and all bids, and 
re-advertise If they do not have a sat- 
factory bid." I am of the opinion that 
the conditions that now exist, inas- 
much as there Is one and one-hall 
miles of road not touched in this dis- 
trict and as we are given to under- 
stand the work done for the greater 
part was "slighted or cut short in 'the 
amount of shell to be used in the con- 
struction of the same according to 
contract, that the county commission- 
ers did exceed their authority and 
jurisdiction to make a contract where 
the price does not cover the com- 
pletion of the read. 


And again it would seem that the 


county commissioners 
had exceeded 


their authority or jurisdiction, or the 
engineers had cut the plans of said 
road, according to the plans or adver- 
tisement. 


By section 6, the county commis- 


sioners are required to contract with 
the party whose bid has been accept- 
ed, and the contract shall contain the 
snecifications of the work accepted, 
and a time limit, and a penalty, etc. 


At it appears now, one and one-half 


miles of the bonded road remains un- 
constructed and untouched which was 
required to be constructed by the law 
out of the bond money. The question 
presents itself what 
the board of 


county commissioners must do Bunder 
the circumstances. 


Section 15 under the same act pro- 


vides as follows: 


"That after the construction of the 


roads and bridges authorized by the 
Special Election, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall estimate from 
year to year the amount necessary to 
keep in repair and maintain the roads 
and bridges within the said Special 
Road and Bridge District; and shall 
assess annually all taxable property 
within the said Special District, a tax 
shall be collected and paid into the 
Special Road and Bridge Fund of that 
Special District, and used solely by 
the County Commissioners for the re- 
pair and maintenance of the roads 
and 
bridges 
within) said 
Special 


Road and Bridge District."

It will be noted that by this section 


the commissioners must estimate and 
levy, from year to year, the necessary

Three main ways of drying are ap- 


plicable in the home manufacture of 
dried fruits and vegetables, namely, 
sun drying, drying by artificial heat, 
and drying by air blast. These, of 
course, may be combined. In general, 
most fruits or vegetables, to be dried 
quickly, must first be shredded or cot 
Into slices, because many are too large 
to dry quickly or are covered with .a 
skin, the purpose of which is to pre- 
vent drying out. 
When freshly cnt 


fruits or vegetables are to be dried by 
means of artificial beat, they should 
be exposed first to gentle heat and 
later to the higher temperatures. If 
the air applied at the outset Is of too 
high a temperature, the cut surfaces 
of the sliced fruits or vegetables be- 
come hard, or scorched, covering the 
juicy Interior so that it will not dry 
out. 
Generally it is not desirable that 


the air temperature In drying should 
go above 140 degrees to 150 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and it Is better to keep it 
well below this point. Insects and in- 
sect eggs are killed by exposure to 
heat of this temperature. 


Degree of Heat 


It is Important to- know the degree 


of heat in the drier, and this cannot 
}e determined very accurately except 
by using a thermometer.. Inexpensive 
oven thermometers can be found on 
the mnrket, or an ordinary chemical 


It will b* found advisable abo to 


"condition" practically all dried vege- 
tables and fruits.

If a thermometer is not used, 
the greatest care should be given to 
the refutation of the heat. The tem- 
perature In the drier rises rather 
quickly and the product may scorch 
unless close attention Is given. The 
reason sun drying is popularly be- 
lieved to give fruits and vegetables 
» sweeter flavor lies probably In the 
fact that In the sun they never are 
scorched, whereas In the oven or over 
,« Jtove.scorching 1» likely, to occur 
unless careful attention^i glventhenV 


Drying of certain products can be 


completed in some driers within two 
or three hours. The time required for 
drying vegetables varies. However, it 
can be determined easily by a little 
experience on the part of the person 
doliiff the drying. The material ghould 
be sllrrcd or turned several times dur- 
ing Ihc drying In order to secure a 
uniform product. 


The ability to Judge accurately as 


to when fruit has reached the proper 
condition for removnl from drier can 
be gained only by experience. 
When 


sufficiently dried It should be so dry 
that It Is impossible to press water 
out of the freshly cut ends of the 
pieces, and will not show any of the 
natural grain of the fruit on being 
broken, and yet not so dry that it will 
snap or crackle. It should be leathery 
and pliable. 


evaporation of Moteturo. 


When freshly cut frnlts or vege- 


tables are spread ont they Immediate- 
ly begin to evaporate moisture Into 
the air around them, and If in a dosed 


with a sharp knife, taking care not to 
cut off pieces of the cob. Spread thin- 
ly on trays, and place in position to 
dry. Stir occasionally until dry. 


(b) Boll or steam on the cob eight 


,to ten minutes to set the milk. To 
Improve flavor a teasnoonful of salt 
to n gallon of water may be used. 
Drain well and cut corn from cob, 
using a very sharp and flexible knife. 
Gut grains fine, only half way down 
to the cob, and scrape out the re- 
mainder of grain, being careful not to 
scrape' off any of the chaff next to the 
cob. Dry from three to four hours a< 
110 degrees to 145 degrees Fahren- 
heit. When field corn is used, good, 
plump roastlng-ear stage Is the propel 
degree of ripeness. A pound of dried 
corn per dozen ears is an average 
yield. 


(c) The corn my be dried In the 


sun. Dry la oveb ten to fifteen min- 
utes, and finish drying In the sun. Sun 
drying, of course. Is not satisfactory 
In moist weather. 


Pack In cartons or boxes for a few 


days to "condition." 


Lima Beans. 


Lima beans can be shelled from the 


pod and dried. If gathered before ma- 
turity when young and tender, wnsli 
and blanch'from five to ten minutes. 
Length of time for blanching depends 
upon size and maturity of beans. Re-
